Plague laboratory work, month of August, 1908. 


During the month no human suspects have been reported. Five 
thousand five hundred and sixty-five rats were received, of which 
5,329 were examined. No plague-infected rats were found. 

Most of the rats belong to the species J/us decumanus. Among 
them is an occasional Mus ruttus, Mus alewandrinus, and Mus mus- 
culus. 

One rat showed the gross lesions of the leprosy-like disease of rats and 
microscopic examination of the subcutaneous tissue disclosed enormous 
numbers of acid-fast bacilli. The same gross lesions have been 
observed before on numerous occasions. 

The laboratory findings to date include 3 human and 20 rat cases. 
The last human case was discovered’ October 25, 1907, and the last 
plague-infected rat was delivered July 9, 1908.

BARBADOS. 


Report from Bridgetown— Inspection and fumigation of vessels—Sant- 
tary conditions. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports: 

Week ended August 29. Bills of health issued to 9 vessels having 
a total number of 3 passengers and with 201 members of crews. 

The sanitary condition of the vessels, cargoes, crews, and passengers 
was good. One vessel was fumigated. 

Sanitary conditions in this port remain good, no quarantinable dis- 
eases being reported for the week for the port or island. 


BRAZIL. 


Reports from Rio de Janeiro— Inspection of vessels— Smallpox at San- 
tos on the decrease—Mortality— Plague and smallpox. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports, August 14 and 21: 

Week ended August 9. Bills of health were issued to the following- 
named vessels: August 4, the British steamship Brantwood, for New 
York, with a cargo of coffee, no passengers, and nochange in the crew 

ersonnel; August 5, the British steamship 2e//noch, for New Orleans, 
a. with a cargo of coffee, no passengers, and with no change in the 

ersonnel of the crew while in this port, and on the same date the 
Genes steamship (etrune, for New York, with a cargo of coffee, 2 
cabin passengers and no steerage from here, and with no change in 
the crew personnel while in port. 

The last reports of smallpox in Santos indicate that the disease is on 
the decrease. Precautions are being taken in the management and 
handling of the shipping between this port and Santos, especially in 
the case of the Brazilian coastwise trade. 

Mortality— Plaque and smallpor —Week ended August 9. Total 
deaths, 497. Smallpox caused 242 deaths with 687 new reported cases, 
this being an increase of 168 new reported cases over the preceding 
week. No cases of plague and yellow fever were reported. One 
death from plague was reported. 

At the close of the week the report of the infectious disease hos- 
pitals was as follows: Sito Sebastiio, 461 cases of smallpox under 
treatment; Hospital of Engenho de Dentro, 119 cases of smallpox 
under treatment, and the Hospital Paul» Candido, 177 cases of conva- 
lescents from smallpox. 

During the week ended August 16 there were no cases or deaths 
reported at Rio de Janeiro as due to yellow fever or plague. Small- 
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x, however, caused 738 new reported cases and 268 deaths, an 
increase over the week before, when there were 687 cases and 242 
deaths. At the close of the week there were in the Hospital Sio 
Sebastifio 492 cases of smallpox and 1 case of plague under treat- 
ment. In the Hospital Engenho de Dentro there were 143 cases of 
smallpox under treatment. In the Hospital Paulo Candido there 
were 206 convalescents from smallpox under treatment. 

Week ended August 16, the following-named vessels were inspected 
and granted bills of health: August 12, the British steamship RedAi//, 
for New Orleans, La., and the British steamship Crown J/’r/nce, for 
New York; August 13, the British steamship 7ruw/ridge, for Pensa- 
cola, Fla.; August 14, the British steamship Birmingham, for Savan- 
nah.

The following is received from Vice-Consul-General Pontius, at 
Hankau, under date of July 27: More than 200 deaths among the 
native population have resulted from the epidemic of cholera. The 
number among foreigners is 8 cases with 7 deaths.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Hough reports, August 6: 

Week ended August 1. Restrictions enforced by Hongkong remain 
as reported on July 18. Restrictions enforced against Hongkong 
by Singapore for smallpox have been withdrawn. 

Quarantinable diseases: Plague, 6 cases, 5 deaths; cholera, 4 cases, 
3 deaths.

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Reports from Shanghai— Cholera in Chinese cities Sanitary condi- 
tions— Quarantine precautions. 


Former Acting Assistant Surgeon lansom reports, August 17 and 18: 

Asiatic cholera now prevails to some extent among the natives 
along the water front in this city. This disease is also epidemic in 
Amoy and Hankow, claiming at the latter port some 60 victims per 
day, the total mortality at the last report having reached 1,860, among 
the fatal cases being a number of foreigners. The disease is also very 
prevalent at Su Chow, WoSieh, Hang-chow, Ning Po, and other native 
cities in this vicinity, and at Nankin. 

Shanghai is at the present time free from smallpox and, with the 
exception of cholera and leprosy, of other quarantinable diseases. 

In view of the fact that cholera has again made its appearance in 
this vicinity, quarantine precautions as to outgoing vessels, freight, 
and personnel are required at Shanghai. 

Vessels and their personnel are inspected at the hour of sailing and, 
where necessary, the holds of vessels are fumigated, the personnel is 
bathed, and their effects are disinfected. The cargo is inspected and 
articles required to be disinfected are so treated. 

For the purpose of providing for disinfection where necessary, there 
is a floating disinfecting plant consisting ofa hulk fitted with a jacketed 
steam chamber, a formaldehyde gas generator, antiseptic shower baths 
with warm water, and facilities for burning sulphur.

Patient came from insanitary 
district on water front near Machina and has not left the city for over 
a month. Probab’y infected by mild case fron: Daiquiri or Antilla. 
This being a secondary case and the patient unattended first four days

Passed Assistant Surgeon Cumming reports, August 22 and 24: 

During the week ended August 15 bills of health were issued to 5 
steamships, having an aggregate personnel of 24 saloon and 246 steer- 
age passengers, and 336 members of crews. 

Fifteen cases of bacillary dysentery have been reported by the 
authorities on the watershed of the city supply. A large force of san- 
itary men has been sent to the region. According to the home depart- 
ment report of the census of July 10, 1908, there have occurred 
throughout the Empire 2,021 cases of dysentery, against 1,318 last year. 

Cholera has broken out at Kure, the naval station in the Inland Sea 
near Hiroshima, and a vessel from Calcutta is in quarantine at this 
port with 4 cases on board. 

Three sites for leprosy hospitals have been chosen of the 5 authorized 
eighteen months ago. Segregation will begin not before next April, 
when it is estimated that of the 23,815 known needy cases at least 
1,082 will require hospital treatment. 

Plaque in Formosa.—Up to the end of June 1,265 cases have been 
reported. 

Bills of health were issued during the week ended August 22 to 5 
steamships, having an aggregate personnel of 598 in the crews, 322 
steerage and 149 cabin passengers. The steamship )awata Maru, for 
Australia via Manila, was fumigated. 

One case of cholera was reported near Tokyo and one at Kawasaki, 
a few miles from here, August 23. The steamship reported in my last 
letter as being in quarantine with cholera is still held, and the disease 
is spreading, both master and physician being attacked August 23.

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, July 27 and August 3: 

Week ended July 25. Two cases of cholera, with 1 death, and 7 cases 
of smallpox, with 5 deaths, were reported for the city of Manila. 

The conditions with regard to cholera in the provinces remain about 
the same as for the previous week. The number of cases for the week 
under report was as follows.

In the city of Manila there were 2 cases during the week, both of 
which were confirmed by cultures. In neither one of these cases could 
the source of the infection be traced to outside sources. A house-to- 
house inspection has been made of the block in which the cases occurred, 
but more than 5 days have now elapsed and no further cases have 
appeared. With a view of ascertaining whether there were any 
‘*cholera carriers,” stool examinations were made of the persons who 
lived in the block in which the above cases occurred, which all proved 
negative with the exception of one case in which a vibrio has been 
detected, but which will require considerable additional study before 
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a definite decision can be reached as to the identity of the organism. 
The person from whom the specimen was taken is still in good health. 

During the week consular bills of health were issued at the port of 
Manila as follows: 

July 25, the British steamship Suveric, with 49 in the crew and with 
1 passenger, was granted a bill of health for Tacoma, after the usual 
inspection of personnel and cargo. 

Tole 25, the British steamship Suruga, with 50 in the crew, en route 
from Yokohama to Boston and New York via Cebu, was granted a 
supplemental bill of health. The cargo and personnel were inspected 
and certified. 

Week ended August 1. Fourteen cases of cholera witb 11 deaths 
and 2 cases of smallpox with 1 death were reported for the city of 
Manila. 

There is a considerable increase in the number of cholera cases re- 
ported for the week. ‘Two new centers of infection have appeared in 
the city, one of them in the district of Tondo, subdistrict of Bancusay, 
which is on a small island bounded on the one side by the Bay of Ma- 
nila and on the other by a canal into which a large portion of the city 
sewage finds its way; the other center is located on the island of Palo- 
mar, very near the center of the city, and bounded by a number of 
canals, the sanitary condition of which leaves much to be desired. 
This section, however, is occupied by stables and tanneries only, the 
occupants of which are mostly persons who work in these places, and 
is a location in which cholera has nearly always made its appearance in 
previous years. So far it has not been possible to trace this infection ° 
to any outside source, most of the cases not having been found until 
after death, and the most strenuous efforts to obtain information from 
the persons on the premises failed to throw any light on the situation. 
A most careful house-to-house inspection has been made in these two 
infected districts, with the result that several other cases were found. 
Several cases also occurred in the district of Sampoloc and 1 case in 
Singalon, both of which are miles away from the known infected cen- 
ters. No connection could be traced to outside sources. 

The ** cholera carrier,” of whom mention was made in last week’s 
report, was placed under observation at the San Lazaro Hospital and 
is still apparently in excellent health, but examinations of his stools, 
made at frequent intervals, show that cholera vibrios are undoubtedly 
present. 

Cholera in the Province of Lloilo, though not confirmed by laboratory 
diagnosis, presents such features as to leave small room for doubt that 
the disease is actually cholera. Cases and deaths have occurred in 
Santa Barbara, Jaro, port of Iloilo, Ascarraga, Barotac, and Dumangas. 

The total number of cases in the provinces has remained about the 
same, the disease clearing up rapidly in those provinces which were 
first affected, the cases in the provinces affected later remaining about 
stationary. 

A most noteworthy occurrence is the fact that, with practically no 
exceptions, the cholera is entirely confined to those persons who are 
innalilalendiy nourished and who are, generally, in poor circumstances.
